The Business Men.
The Business Men's Association met

at the court house Thursday evening,
President Hamilton in the chair, and,
having an attendance of about seventy
prominent merchants and manufac-
turers, it was decided' In a few min-
utes to organize under the state law
for incorporations not for profit.

The report of the committee to
which had been referred the question
of organization was presented byCapt.
Fullerton. The reiort recommended
that organization - be effected under
the state law. the name of the associ-
ation to remain as at present. Its ts

would be to look after the
growth, prosperity and welfare of the
city, give encouragement to local
manufacturers, induce foreign
manufacturers' to locate in Ottawa,
and work for the benefit of Ottawa
and vicinity for all time. The man-agement-

the association to be vested
in eleven directors.

On motion of Henry Mayo, the re-

port was adopted and the chair au-

thorized to apjx)int the commissioners
as suggested.

The chair appointed as commis-
sioners Samuel Richolson, Andrew-Lynch- ,

('apt. Fullerton. S. E. King,
Jos. E. Porter, 1. N. Reem and David
Cook.

C. R. Hess moved that a committee
of three be appointed to suggest the
eleven directors to be elected on May
10. Carried.

It was here suggested by Mr. Mayo
that the gentlemen were getting the.
cart before the horse, as the commis-
sioners, there being no stockholders,
must, according to law, designate the
directors.

After some discussion ujion the
point made, William Thomas. John
F.Clark. Henry Mayo. Capt, Fuller-to- n

and E. A. Natti rigor were ap-
pointed to suggest directors and re-

port at once.
Mr. Lynch stated that he under-

stood that the gentlemen were in
favor of his scheme for raising bonuses
and, in order to bring the matter
lietore the jieople so that all could
understand it, he read the following
resolutions, which he said would lie
formally presented at the first meet-
ing of the regularly organized associ-
ation.

WiCKUK.vs, An increase in popula-
tion can be secured only by adding to
our manufacturing industries: and

Wiierkas. An increase in popula-
tion would chiefly lionelit lot owners:
and.

Whkukas, An addition to our
manufacturing industries can only be
secured by paying bonuses; therefore,

)iKl(d, That a tionus fund be
established, which shall be con-

tributed by lot owners and the trades
and professions not lot owners in pro-
portion to the benefits resulting to
each res jM'Ctively from an increase in
population.

JttsrArnl, That to carry into effect
the proposed bonus scheme all lot

owners and trades and professions
shall be solicited to contribute to the
said fund.

Hundred, To accomplish this end:
(First) That the city lie divided into
ten districts; (second) that a com-

mittee of three lie appointed to canvas
each district for suliscrlptions.

Iksolrvd, That subscriptions to the
Ixmus fund shall riot be payable until
they are required to pay a bonus, and
then only such percentage as may be
necessary to make the aggregate of
such bonus. .

On motion, all of the newspap"rs of
the city were requested to publish
the resolutions.

The committee on directors report-
ed, suggesting Thos. D. Catlin, Fran-
cis L. Fiske, Capt. Fullerton, Hugh
M. Hamilton, C. R. Hess, Renj. Hess,
Andrew Lynch, L. R. Merrifield,
Henry Mayo, Jos. E. Porter and John
F. Reed, and the names of these gen-

tlemen were, by vote, submitted to
the commissioners as the choice of
those present. The meeting then ad-

journed to meet at the call of the
chair.

A Show Table Center Piece.
Copyright, 1880.

The cut represents a center piece of
showy design. It is almost twice as long
M it is broad, and is made of bolting
cloth with an edge of yellow satin rib-

bon two inches wide put on flatly, with
mitered corners. The decoration, for
which any distinct open pattern will lie
as suitable as the one given, should be
drawn upon blotting paper and laid un-

der the bolting cloth, which is as thin as
lace.

The figures are then painted while the
cloth is hold very eloso on the blotting
paper, which will absorb the fluid and
prevent its running. When the colors
are dry an outline of embroidery stitches
should be added. In the center now be-

ing considered the stems, tendrils and
veins of the leaves are worked with split
floss silk in single stitch. The flower and
leaf edges are done w ith long and short
stitch, taken very far apart.

A liuing of yellow satin will add to the
richness of the piece, or, if preferred, the
ribbon edge and the satin lining may be
pink, red or nny other color.

Iii modern buildirgs, eooially in cities,
owing to the cramped nature of the site and
the enormous increase in value of the land,
we are unable to attain any mise on scene by
depth of quadrangles, or oih-i- i courts, or re-

cessed arcades, constituting vistas through
which tho muin building forms a background.
The building areua ure almost always narrow
and confined, and the plan of the city house
will imt admit of much variation in the ar-

rangement of the rooms.
After the entrance comes ttie vestibule, a

feature without which no dwelling rail I

considered really complete. As a rule vesti-

bules are too small, doubtless from the fact
that in most cases they are designed so as t
receive thnstwo halves of an outer double
door arranged in such manner that when the
doors nro opened they form a complete panel
system on each side of the vestibule. Ai
these doors are usually not above two feet and
four inches in width, the vestibule necessarily
liecomes barely lari;n enough for one to stand
within while waiting for the servant to open
tho inner door, after having rung the bell.
A better plan would !e to have one large
door not less than three fee: four inches in
width and eight t iu height. Cut this
door in halves horizontally, if you please, 8i

that the upper half may ! os'iisl and th
lower one chcd.
